Weunded Man Calls Constantly for 
Little Girl.

When T. J. Stroud, a labor - union agi- 
tator, shot Joe Shine, on the East First 
street vieduct over the Los Angeles 
River, early yesterday morning, little 
did he reelize that his crime might 
make an innocent person suffer. 

Confined in a solitary cell in the City 
Jalil, Stroud waits for a message tell- 
ing him of the death; not of Joe Shine, 
but of his loving wife. Mrs. Stroud is 
in a delicate condition, and physicians 
say that if the news of her husband's 
@eed reaches her, she may fall dead. 

Although police surgeons told Stroud 
that the man whom he shot would not 
live, the seemed to pay little 
attention to their statements. He sat 
silently by the side of the dying man's 
cot in the Receiving Hospital for some 
time, and then broke into low sobs.

Attorney Whe Had Practiced Here for 


More Than Twenty Years Suc- 


nnen he moved to Pomona and 


cumbs After Long Iliness. 
George P. Phibbs. for twenty years 
an attorney in Los Angeles, died at 
his home at No. 234 West Thirty-first 
street yesterday afternoon. of heart 

trouble. 
He had beén in poor health for some 


time. About three years ago he lef} 


Los Angeles and went to Toledo, O., 
and remained two years, returning 


here and resuming his practice. While 


in Toledo he became interested in a 


patent breakfast food for the manufac- | 


ture of which a syndicate is now erect- 
ing a plant in Los Angeles. Mr. Phibbs 
eapected to make his fortune from it. 

He was prominent in Republican pol- 
ities in this city for many years, hav- 
ing served on the Police Commission in 
one of its many periods of unrest. 

As an attorney he was known mainly 
for his practice among the Chinese, a 
difficult line of work in which Delmas 
made his repytation. Few men un- 
derstood Chinese wg better than Mr. 
Phibbs. 

At one time Mr. Phibbs was a deputy 
district attorney and prosecuted the 
notorious Craig murder case.
